Tlie  Bridport  Uater  Works  Company  is  tlie  largest  supplier 
in  tlie  Area,  Tlieir  Act  of  Parliament  ermoov^ers  them  to  take 
8.  maximum  of  320,000  gSullons  per  day  from  the  springs  at 
Litton  Cheney,  but  at  times  these  springs  do  not  yield  this 
a,mount.  The  Company's  Statutory  Area,  in  addition  to  Bridport 
Borough,  comprises  the  pa.risnes  of  Aldington,  3othenha,mpt on, 
Bradpole,  Burton  Bra.dstock,  Chilconfoe,  -itton  Cheney,  Loders, 
Sxiipton  Gorge,  Sv^yre  and  Symondsbury,  but  at  present  tne  Company 
only  supplies  Bot nenharapton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock  and 
parts  of  Litton  Cheney  and  Symondsbury,  Chideock  is  sup"''lied 
by  the  Chideock  Water  'Torks  Com  .any  from,  springs  averaging 
13,0''0  gallons  per  day,  Tne  district  Council  own  the  Charmouth 
Water  Undertaking  which  serves  a norm.al  population  of  8C0  and 
a summer  population  approximating  2,000  with  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  5^,000  gallons,  and  a storage  capacity  of 
40,000  gallons,  with  four  miles  of  mains.  There  are  various 
sources  collected  from  the  Hogchester  Kill  area,  where  the 
water  is  fully  treated  by  stora,ge,  filtration  aiid  chlorination. 

The  village  of  Puncknowle,  containing  a hundred  persons 
approximately,  gets  its  supply,  ^'C'sted  in  the  R.D.  C.,  from  a 
continuously  run  pipe,  the  source  of  the  water  being  on  Bulks' 

Hill,  with  a yield  of  goBHons  daily.  A scheme  has  been 

laid  before  the  Council  and  provisionally^  approved  for  the 
addition  of  more  sources,  and  the  laying  of  a main  to  supply 
the  parishes  of  Puncknowle  and  Sv/yre  and  the  Coast  Road,  having 
an  approximate  population  of  23C,  with  a possibility  of 
incorporating  ’Test  Bexington. 

There  is  a„  s.iiall  piped  supply  at  Askerswell  of  1,C'’''0  gallons 
flow,  and  a storage  capacity  of  2,000  gallons,  wttli  a mile  of 
mauins.  Whitchurch  village  is  supplied  by  a,  private  company. 

Parts  of  Symondsbury,  Wo r combe lake  and  Wootton  Pitzpaine  are 
also  supplied  privately. 

I'lo  progress  has  been  made  during  the  yea.r  on  the  comprehensive 
scheme  to  supply  the  whole  area  mentioned  in  last  year's  report. 

Both  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Compa/ny's  supply,  and  Charmouth 
supply  are  continuously  chlorinated.

DRAINAGS  AND  SEWFRACE. 


The  drainage  in  the  district  is  very  unsatisfactory.  Apart 
from  those  areas  immediately  adjacent  to  Bridoort  Borough  and  the 
few  Council  Houses  v/ith  their  septic  ta.nks,  the  remainder  of  the 
villages,  on  a Water  Carriage  System,  discharge  crude  sewage  into 
the  nearest  water  courses,  with  tne  result  that  the  latter  are 
very  grossly  polluted.  This  is  especiall^^  so  8.t  Charmouth, 

Chideock,  Bradpolc  and  Burton  Bradstock, 

The  effluent  sewer  at  the  rear  of  East  -^^oad,  Bridport,  has 
proved  inefficient  and  clans  for  the  provision  of  the  6"  sev/er 
have  been  prepared  and  it  is  hoced  that  the  work  will  be  executed 
durins:  1948.  Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  the  installation 
of  a o"  sewer  from  the  I'^ount  Joy  Estate,  Bothenhampt on.  Schemes 
are  in  hand  for  Charmouth  and  Puncknowle, 

PUBLIC  ClEANSI^^G. 

A monthly  collection  of  indestructible  refuse  is  made  from 
all  parishes  and  tne  material  deposited  on  the  dump  8,t  Burton 
Bra^dstock.  As  this  dumo  is  nearing  capacity,  the  Council  are 
looking  out  for  alternative  sites. 

Salvage  is  collected  monthly  :^rom  all  parishes,  end  is 
sorted  and  sold  at  the  store  at  Bradoole. 

A new  salvage  and  refuse  collection  route  was  put  into 
operation  on  the  1st  February  1947>  oroved  most  effective, 

the  only  daces  not  receiving  regular  collections  being  Chilcombe 
and  A-sk.ers  Road  House,  and  these  are  collected  by  request. 

The  Council  own  their  own  lorry  and  emdoy  three  men  in  the 
collection  and  liscosal.  In  conr.ection  with  public  cleansing 
57  collections  were  made  during  19^-7.
